PRAGUE, Czecho slo v akia. March 10—Fto reign Minister Jan G. Ma­ 
saryk leaped to hLs death this mo rning fro m a seco nd flo o r windo w o f the 
fo reign o ffice, o fficials in his ministry said to day. 
These o fficials co nfirmed that the so n o f this natio n*« first President 
ended his life just 15 days after a Co mmunist co up In which he was re­ 
turned to hLs po st as o ne o f the few no n-Co mmunists in the cabinet. 
<In Lo ndo n, Oen. Lev Prchala, leader o f a Czech mo v ement resisting 
the Co mmunist regime In Prague, said Lo ndo n exiles had heard th at Ma­ 
saryk was "under terrific pressure to bring him into line" with the Co m­ 
munist go v ernment. 
. (Info rmed o f the repo rts that Masaryk has taken his o wn life, Prchala 
said: “Suicide’? It Is po ssible.’’) 
Masaryk’s last public appearance was In the Old To wn square Sunday, 
when he attended a co mbined celebratio n o f the 98th birthday anniv ersary 
o f his late father and the 30th anniv ersary o f a battle In which Czech 
and Russian tro o ps fo ught side by side. 
• Pho to graphs taken 
then 
made 
him appear harassed, haggard and 
wo rried. 
His bo dy was fo und in the palace 
co urtyard at abo ut 8 a. m. I t was 
carried « way quickly. Neighbo rs ndd 
the 
lights 
in 
Masaryk’s 
o ffices 
burned all night. 
Masaryk o ccupied a small and un­ 
pretentio us apartm ent in the lav ish 
fo reign o ffice-Czemln palace. 
His sister, the o nly surv iv o r o f the 
Masaryk family, liv es in a ho use 
near the palace. 
When the repo rts o f Masaryk's 
death began to circulate in Prague, 
peo ple assembled in little gro ups. 
So me o f them were weeping. 
Official agencies, including the 
ministries o f interio r and info rma­ 
tio n, wo uld say o nly th at they had 
no detailed info rmatio n. 
Will Decide Fo rm 
The go v ernment-co ntro lled Czech­ 
o slo v ak press agency said it wo uld 
be decided later what fo rm the 
co mmunique wo uld take. 
Attempts to see Masaryk s priv ate 
secretaries were rejected. 
Masaryk, so n o f Tho mas G. Ma­ 
saryk, liberato r, fo under and first 
president o f mo dern Czecho slo v akia, 
became fo reign minister o f the Czech 
go v ernment in exile o n July 8, 1940. 
After his co untry was freed fro m 
the Germans in 1945 he returned 
there and has held the fo reign Af­ 
fairs po st since. 
A no n-party man, he was retained 
as fo reign minister when the Co m­ 
munists to o k o v er the go v ernment 
o n Feb. 25. There were rumo rs so o n 
after that he had been impriso ned. 
Tlte Co mmunist press denied these 
rumo rs. 
The press sectio n o f the fo reign 
ministers unwillingly co nfirmed the 
repo rt o f Masaryk’s suicide 
Dr. Anio n Chmela, head o f the 
sectio n, respo nded o bscurely at Hist, 
by saying: 
‘ He is no t dead, in a certain sanst.” 
Then, asked directly whether o r 
no t Masaryk had ended his life, he 
said: 
“Yes. it is true." 
. 
He bro ke o ff the co nv ersatio n 
then, and sev eral mo ments latei 
ano ther press sectio n attache, Dr 
Kv zen Klinger, came o n the tele­ 
pho ne to say; 
I ' “I kno w no thing abo ut it.”

fro m bro nchitis, remained in sick 
bed during tto recent go v emmght 
crisis and refused to see repo rters 
Hte retentio n In the cabinet wss 
co nsidered by so me to be a po litical 
maneuv er by which the Co mmunists 
ho ped to trade o n the name o f his 
fattier

Won'l They Ev « r Learn? 
"The past is prologue. To know the future, study 
the Dftst.” That has been a maJtlm of historians since 
Herodotus. The Russian leaders ought to read it. 
In recent days, two European conferences have 
reached agreements on a western European Imion 
and the incorporation of a democratic Oermany into 
the community of free pooplee/Of this last conference. 
Ambassador Douglas observed that more progress had 
been made in 10 days than had been made in the three 
proceeding years. 
It isn’t coincidental that this sudden accord fol­ 
lowed Russia's latest move in Czechoeoivakia. It has 
ever been the nature of peoples and nations to co­ 
alesce against aggression. 
The Athenians, the Thebans, the Spartans and the 
Corinthians all were whittled down to size by coalitions 
when they got too tough. 
In the memory of living men, Bismarck knew the 
danger of coalitions and that was what made him a 
great diplomat. He devoted his life to promoting Ger­ 
many's interests whUe preventing dangerous coalitions. 
When young Kaiser Wilhelm came to power in 1880 
he fired Bismarck and within months France and 
Russia had drafted a military alliance. The Kaiser 
needled Britain, worried France and annoyed Russia, 
causing resentment and suspicion until war was in­ 
evitable. 
Hitler resumed the same tactics even less subtly, 
harping on "enemies on our borders,” ''plotters against 
the fatherland.” and "those who would destroy Oer­ 
many.” 
How Stalin and his henchmen are using the same 
paranoiac complaints of persecution, the same aggres­ 
sive moves. Th a n e 
tactics are meeting the same oppo­ 
sition they always have met—coalitions of peoples 
who aren’t taken in by promises of happier liv es un­ 
der the beneficient conqueror, even when 1» dons the 
guise of an emissary of the "dictatorship of the pro­ 
letariat’’

MacArihur Is Av ailable 
The availability of Douglas Mac Arthur for a presi­ 
dential nomination, if (me is offered to him. isn’t 
likely to change the pre-convention prospect. 
Oen. Mac Arthur has added his name to the list 
of candidates whose hope of nomination Ues in the 
possibility that Senator Taft and Oovemor Dewey, 
who will have the bulk of the delegates, may get into 
a deadlock. His status in that respect is no different 
from what it would have been had he made no an­ 
nouncement. Only two things could make It different. 
One would be a wave of popularity like that which 
Oen. Eisenhower refused to encourage when he said 
military prestige and political ability shouldn't be 
confused. The very fact Eisenhower put it that way 
discounted the Mac Arthur announcement of av aila­ 
bility before it was made. 
The other would be a demonstration of pulling 
power in the primaries, and there is no present indi­ 
cation that Oen. MscArthur has the kind of closely 
organized support to stage such a demonstration. The 
leading contender» , Senator Taft and Governor pew 
ey, have spent years in building up the acquaintance­ 
ship of party leaders while qualifying tham^lv es by 
day-to-day performance of administrative and legis­ 
lative task« Of the watttng-tar-the-Jightning-to-strike 
candidates, Oen. MacArthur is the weakest on a poli­ 
tical basis. 
There i* no reason, of course, why he shouldn’t be 
available for any eventuality. But under existing cir­ 
cumstances. there is no good reason for thinking his 
announcement of availability will make any real dif­ 
ference in the pre-convention prospect. He may pick 
Up a few delegates but it’s impossible to see how he 
can pick up either enough delegates or enough mo­ 
mentum to make a real run tor the nomination
